That Captain Dreyfus will be con- 


demned is the almost universal opinion 
heard in Rennes. Hitherto there had al- 
ways been a divergence, but now both 
camps, the Dreyfusards and the anti- 
Dreyfusards, seem unanimous in the 
conviction that 
the verdict will go 


against him. 


Upon just what this is based, and the 


precise reason for the conclusion are 
a mystery, but there is no disguising 
the fact that, from Maitre Labori down 
to the numerous Dreyfusards, who crowd 
the hotels and cafes, and who last night 
were still hopeful that Dreyfus would 
be saved, all seem now to agree that his 
last chance is gone. 


The one source of hope is Maitre La- 


bori himself, who said last evening to 
the 
correspondent of The Associated 


Press: 
"V7e fear thfct Captain Drey- 


fus will be condemned, but we do not 
Intend to throw up the sponge. 
"We 


shall go on fighting for him/'

mental and restl?ss effect on the inhabi- 
tants of the state, and that the Trans- 
vaal has liver) in friendship and peace 
with all nations and desires to continue 
to live in such friendship and peace, 
now declares its regret at the fact of 
concentration and expresses the opinion 
that, In the case of eventualities, which 
might lead to enmity or war between 
the two governments, the cause would 
not lie with the republic. 


"As regards the stoppage of ammuni- 


tion at Delagoa bay, the 
volksraad 


trusts that the government will act ac- 
cording to circumstances. 


"The raad further resolves to drop tho 


matter of the concentration of troops on 
the border for the present, until the 
government shall supply further infor- 
mation to the raad, although the in- 
formation obtained is unsatisfactory. 
Nevertheless, and with a view to the 
results of the negotiations which are 
pending, the raad declares 
itself de- 


termined in the meantime to maintain 
the rights and independence of the re- 
public."

The Feature of the Business Situation—Scar- 


city of Steel and Iron Products. 


New York, Sept. 9.—Bradstreet's says: 


Strength of staple prices, activity in 
fall demand, large railroad earnings, re- 


j ports of heavy lake traffic and of ac- 


tivity in leading industries are the fea- 


I tures still presenting themselves in the 


j trade situation this week. Expansion 


in fall demand is perhaps most notable 
at the leading western and northwest- 
ern markets, ljut advices from eastern 
markets furnfsh evidence that active 
interest is manifested at these center?. 


The price situation is one of notable 


strength, the events of the week having 
accentuated in many cases the advances 
shown during August. Cereals are gen- 
erally higher. The only changes in the 
iron and steel situation are in an upward 
direction as to prices. Complaints of 
behind-hand supplies and sca-rcity of 
material are still made. Work has in 
many instances, notably in shipbuilding, 
been delayed by backward deliveries of 
steel. Some improvement in the position 
of anthracite coal is reported. 


Good demand has evidently had the 


effect of strengthening raw wool prices, 
which are firm as a whole and slightly 
higher for the finer grades. Crop dam- 
age reports have been again the import- 
ant feature in cotton this week, and 
prices are higher as a result, in face 
of very heavy receipts at most southern 
points. 


Telegrams from lake ports say that 


tonnage is scarce with rates tending 
higher. One result of this has been the 
deflection of considerable lumber shipped 
from the northwest to the east from lake 
to all-rail routes. 


Further strength is to be noted in dairy 


products this week. Early dry weather 
conditions still affect butter prices, while 
good foreign and home demand has 
strengthened quotations of cheese. 


Coffee this week reached the lowest 


price ever recorded, thus 
reflecting 


enormous stocks of Brazilian grades and 
a possibly heavy crop the current season. 


Business failures for the week number 


only 123, against 142 in this week a year 
ago, and 173 in 1897.

Lieutenant Colonel Stover and 
Lieutenant Horace Bates are now said to 
be under arrest, awaiting an official in- 
vestigation into the charges preferred 
against them by Colonel Frost of that 
regiment.

Dewey Wasn't Preseni. 


Gibraltar, Sept. 9.—Major General 


Slade, the officer commanding the royal

"Nevada All Right For Silver." 


Carson, Nev., Sept. 9.—Yesterday was 


a general holiday throughout' western 
Nevada, all business being suspended in 
honor of the visit of William J. Bryan. 
All thp mines were closed for the day. 
Mr. Bryan was brought 
from Lake 


Tahoe in a coac'rt drawn by six horses. 
He addressed an open air meeting, at 
which 7000 persons were present. 
He 


was received with tremendous enthusi- 
asm, 
the conclusion of every sentence 


being emphasized by applause. Mr. 
Bryan spoke for more than an hour, de- 
voting himself principally to the ques- 
tion of expansion. "There is no need of 
my talking to you upon the money ques- 
tion," he said. "Everyone knows thai 
Nevada is all right for silver." 


Atlantic, and in two of them, Xorth 
Carolina and Virginia, the opponents of 
negro suffrage are active, with every 
present prospect that before long Mary- 
land, and possibly West Virginia, will 
be included in the controversy. 


In North Carolina, in which there are 


100,000 colored voters and 200,000 white 
voters, the fight for negro disfranchise- 
ment turns on the proposed suffrage 
amendment to the constitution adopted 
by the last legislature, and intended to 
eliminate from politics henceforth all 
colored voters of the Tar Heel State. 
This proposed amendment is to be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the election of 
August, 1900, thiee months in advance of 
the 'presidential election. The salient 
features of the measure are contained in 
the fourth and fifth sections, which pro- 
vide that "every person presenting him- 
self for registration shall be able to read 
and write any section of the constitution 
in the English language, and that no 
male person who was on Jan. 1, 1867, or 
at any time prior thereto, entitled to 
vote under the laws of any state in the 
United States wherein he then resided, 
and no lineal descendant of any such 
person, shall be denied the right to regis- 
ter and vote at any election in this state 
by reason of his failure to posse?? the 
educational qualifications described in 
section 4 of this article, provided he shall 
have registered in accordance with the 
terms of this section prior to Dec. 1,1908. 
The general assembly shall provide for 
a permanent record of all persons who 
registered before this section on or be- 
fore Nov. 1, 1908. and all such persons 
shall be entitled to register and vote at 
all elections by the people in this state." 
All the indications point to the adoption 
of the amendment by a sweeping ma- 
jority. Neither does the opposition to 
the constitutional amendment include all 
the colored voters of the state. Some 
favor it; a larger number are entirely in- 
different. 


In Virginia there is a similar agitation 


for a change in the existing voting laws, 
not, however, in the form of a proposed 
pmendment to the constitution, but by 
summary act of the next Richmond legis- 
lature. The proportion of colored voters 
In Virginia is somewhat larger than it 
is In North Carolina, but the strength 
of the Republican party in Virginia is 
distributed throughout the whole state, 
and the party contains many men of 
business and social influence, more par- 
ticularly in the cities of Richmond, Nor- 
folk, Lynchburg aind Newport News. 
Protection sentiment is much stronger 
in Virginia than it is in North Carolina, 
and the white Republicans of Virginia, 
a state traditionally close in national 
contests, and a state, too, in which Popu- 
lists are few, are not likely to accept with 
eo,uanimity a measure which will be cer- 
tain to reduce their influence and make 
Virginia for many years to con^e a solidly 
Democratic state. Nevertheless the agi- 
tation for white "suffrage, sovereignty 
und supremacy" is going on actively in 
Virginia. 


In Maryland, where the number of col- 


»red voters is much less than in cither of 
the other two states named, or only 
about one-fifth of the total electorate, 
the demand for negro disfranchisement 
is just beginning. It has beer 'ncreased 
considerably by the proceedings at some 
of the recent primaries for the election 
of delegates to the Baltimore state con- 
vention. 
The Democratic convention 


which nominated John Talbot Smith for 
governor came out strongly against the 
election or appointment of colored men 
tn office, a^d the Democratic managers 
expect to make this issue one of the 
strong points in their state campaign. 


New Naval Rule. 


Washington. Sept. 9.—Acting Secretary 


Allen has issued an order making im- 
portant changes in the navy yard ap- 
prenticesystem. Commandants at navy 
yards are instructed to receive applica- 
tions from likely candidates, hold ex- 
aminations and make up listsof eligiblps 
from which appointments will be mad?. 
The examinations will not be severe, ex- 
cept physically. Candidates must be 
between the ages of 15 and 17 years. 
Once appointed, the boys will bp thor- 
oughly instnicted in their trades and 
examined from time to time for promo- 
tion. It IB hoped in this manner to cure 
the ills of the present apprentice sys- 
tem. 


A Remarkable promotion—How th» Offi- 


cer* Bob the Government. 


A young man from my native town 


entered the army, and by diut of hard 
Bgbtiug and real merit rose ^o the rank 
of brigadier general, but with him at 
every promotion rose his brother,••whom 
I will call X.,'who had not met him 
for years and who waa peacefully occu- 
pied as cook in a distant opium den. 
This is how it was done. The soldier, 
Bfter each engagement in which he dis- 
tinguished himself, reported imaginary 
^'eeds of valor performed by bis brother, 
fcnd his word was taken. One day the 
uook in the opium den,' who had neve/ 
jeven seen a battle, read his name in The 
Gazette and fomjd to his surprise that 
he hud attained the rank of colonel in 
the imperial forces. 


Military service is in many -ways 


very remunerative to the officers. They 
enroll any men they like, and they al- 
ways draw the pay for many more men 
than are actually in the army. About 
70 per cent of the full number,of men 
nominally serving and for whonrpay is 
drawn is the average gtrengtbLof the 
forces, even under Li Hung.-' Chang's 
comparatively honest officers, while 
elsewhere 100 men on paper usually 
mean hnt 40 or 50 in the flesh. On re- 
view days the officers engage a sufficient 
number of soldiers by the day to make 
the army look all right. But".there are 
other sources of profit besides dealing 
in dnmniy soldiers. The live ones h$vo 
to wear uniforms and to eat, and both 
food and clothes are supplied at extor- 
tionate prices by the officers, so that of 
the 6 taels per month paid by the gov- 
ernment for each soldier, about one-fifth 
or less reaches the pockets of the men. 
All this lef'ers to the "braves" who are 
only engaged during wartime and are 
disbanded the moment the fighting^is 
over -wherever they may happen to be 
and nearly ahvays without the means 
of returning to their homes, thus keep- 
ing np the supply of armed robbers all 
over the empire. 


As to the soldiers of the standing 


army in times of peace, they are, svith 
the exception of the Mautehoo garrison, 
EO wretchedly paid that ite strength ex- 
ists only on paper. The men enlist and 
regularly draw their pay—3 shillings 
per month—and have scarcely any fur- 
ther connection with the military serv- 
ice. The few that go on duty in the city 
gates live entirely on bribes. The Man- 
chu force under the Tartar general, on 
the other hand, is well paid, but these 
soldiers do no fighting. They are only 
engaged in guarding the city against 
Chinese rebels. They live in a separate 
quarter to that occupied by the Chinese, 
on whom they often make unprovoked 
attacks. Thus fights between the Chi- 
nese and the Tartar soldiery are of com- 
mon occurrence, and as these Tartar sol- 
di era are not under the jurisdiction of 
the civil law their outrages invariably 
go unpunished. iNaturally there is no 
love lost between the city guards and 
the native Chinese.—English Exchange. 


Baseball Batting. 


The ideal batter puts into his stroke, 


first, body motion; second, upper arm 
motion; third, forearm motion, and 
fourth, wrist motion. The stroke begins 
with a strong body swing, which is fol- 
lowed by the motions of the upper and 
fore arm respectively, and ends with a 
short, quick snap of the wriscs. Al- 
though this is the analysis of the ideal 
stroke, it is not precisely the one that I 
would recommend for the majority of 
amateurs. 
To get all the motions to 


their full extent; against good pitchers 
requires an ability to judge the ball 
more quickly and: accurately than ama- 
tPurs, with few exceptions, can do. 
The wrist and arm motions can be con- 
trolled more easily and quickly than 
the body swing, so that if most of the 
latter is left off the batter has a greater 
chance of judging the ball accurately. 
I therefore think, as accuracy is abso- 
lutely essential, that batters should be 
coached to use but little body swing. In 
other words, they should be coached 
not to "slug" and try for home runs, 
but to meet the ball squarely for line 
singles. When you see a batter, as I of- 
ten have, strike at a ball, and from the 
force of the stroke be turned completely 
around, you have seen one who is guilty 
of two breaches of correct batting prin- 
ciples. First, having entirely sacrificed 
the important arm and wrist motions, 
he has, with stiff arms and wrists, de- 
pended entirely upon a powerful body 
swing. And, second, he has lost his bal- 
ance and therefore all batting form. It 
will be well to bear in mind that 
against any pitcher a good, clean bit 
can be made, even without any body 
motion, if the ball be hit squarely and 
with a quick'arm motion and snap of 
the wrists.—Harper's Round Table.

Origin of Dreyfus' Ktnne. 


While the name of Dreyfus is on ev- 


ery tongue, says the St. Louis Repub- 
lic, it may be interesting to trace its 
history. The name, which is very com- 
mon among Jews in Germany, France 
and Switzerland, means, of course, 
three-feet and was evolved as follows: 
In the middle of the sixteenth century, 
during one of the popular and periodi- 
cal persecutions of the Jews on the 
continent, a number of Jews left 
Treves and fled to the neighboring Al- 
eace. 


At that time the Israelites, faithful to 


ancient traditions, were as yet without 
surnames. When, however, they had 
to be inscribed on the official lists 
of inhabitants in their new Alsa- 
tian homes, it was necessary that 
the Abrahams and Isaacs and Ja- 
cobs .from Treves should be distin- 
guished by some surname from oth- 
er persons of the same names. The 
register then bit upon the Idea of add- 
ing Treviranus, or Man of Treves, to 
the names of the whole cluster of Im- 
migrants. Instead of writing the name 
In fnll the scribe abbreviated thus, 
Trevus. And so, in the course of time, 
Trevus became the surname of the 
whole class. But the vox popnll, know- 
Ing nothing of Latin and the history of. 
persecuted Jews, could not understand 
the meaning of such a name as Trevus 
and since names must mean something 
simply changed the word to Dreyfus.

Demand For American Foodstuff* 


and Clothing In the Sudan—Views 
of The Brltlab South African Cxnort 
Gazette—Some Sljsnlttcant Flsrnreg, 
Gxports Fpr the Past Ten Years. 
The Increased public interest In af- 


fairs in Africa and especially South 
Africa resulting from recent develop- 
ments lends interest to some state- 
ments just prepared by the treasury 
bureau of statistics relative to the com- 
merce of the United States with that 
continent and the growing demand in 
all of Its divisions for our manufac- 
tures and products. Exports from the 
Hotted States to Africa were In the 
fiscal year 1899 more than five times 
as great as they were In 1SS9. The to- 
tal exports from the United States to 
all Africa In the liscal year 1SS9 were 
but §3,496,505, and In 1899 they were 
$18,594,424. From -Cape to Cairo and 
Liberia to Abyssinia American manu- 
factures and American foodstuffs are 
making their way. 
Railroad bridges 


In. the Nile valley, mining machinery 
In the gold and dlamqnd districts, 
clothing and foodstuffs in the Sudan, 
all find an increasing demand. Ex- 
ports from the United States to Africa 
have grown- more rapidly since 1893 
than those to any other of the grand 
divisions of the world, while Asia and 
Oceanica come next, Europe next, 
North America next and South Ameri- 
ca last in the list showing the relative 
growth in our, exports. To Africa the 
Increase from.'lSSS to 1899 is 218 per 
cent; to Asia", and Oceanica, 185 per 
cent; to Europe, 42 per cent; to North 
America, 32 per cent, and' to South 
America, 10 per cent, while the in- 
crease in the grand total during that 
period has been in round terms 45 per 
cent. Manufactured articles form the 
bulk of our erportations to Africa, and 
even In those articles ordinarily group- 
ed under the title of breadstuffs and 
provisions there are classes which have 
been so far advanced to a condition 
for immediate use that practically all 
of the labor required in their prepara- 
tion as well as production is included 
in the prices received for them when 
they are put;into the market. Flour, 
meats, lard,' tobacco, mineral oils, 
clothing, machinery, furniture, ma- 
terials for railways, materials for min- 
ing industries-and agricultural imple- 
ments form the hirge proportion of our 
exports to Africa, and in all of these 
the quantity and value of our exports 
are constantly increasing. 


Not only are our exports to Africa 


rapidly growing; but they are evidently 
taking the place to a greater or less 
extent of those articles formerly sup- 
plied by other countries. The British 
South African Export Gazette In a re- 
cent number calls attention to the fact 
that imports into British and Portu- 
guese Africa from the1 United States 
are rapidly growing and that the in- 
crease from 1892-3 to 1897-8 was 
281 per cent. In articles competing with 
British goods the increase was 140 per 
cent and in noncompeting articles 565 
per cent. Commenting upon this sub- 
ject it says: 


"The great significance of the com- 


petitive items of the table is that a 
general entry has been made into a 
hitherto English market, and the prog- 
ress which has been made, shown by 
the aggregate percental increase of 
139.2 per cent in the five years, is of a 
nature to challenge most serious at- 
tention. Of exports of competing ar- 
ticles In relatively large proportion 
those to the extent of five figures and 
above specially noticeable are: Machin- 
ery, classed unenumerated; agricultur- 
al pumps and appliances and sewing 
and typewriting machines. 
Among 


metal goods are structural iron and 
steel, unenumerated ironware, railway 
material, pipes and fittings, wire and 
tinware; in hardware are locks and 
uneuumerated tools, -but the aggregate 
of the Items under this heading ap- 
proaches six figures. 


"Taken in the aggregate the list of 


articles and the figures appended are 
without doubt full of import for all 
classes 
of 
British 
manufacturers, 


showing as they do that American 
competition has to be met in all de- 
partments of trade.- This competition 
Is also not to be ignored because the 
shipments in many cases are both 
small In quantity and value, as tkis 
is a peculiarity incidental to the open- 
Ing of all new 'markets. The energy 
which our transatlantic cousins put 
Into all of their new departures is ear- 
nest of a sufficiently active exploita- 
tion In the near future. This can only 
be met and the value of our tabula- 
tions realized In proportion as renewed 
care and energy on the part of Eng- 
lish firms in cultivating the South Afri- 
can market are stimulated."

RICE- AND ALMOND DESSERT. 
Place half a pound of rice in one quart 


of milk, half a teaspoonful of salt, allow 
to cook slowly. When cooked a.Jd tv. o 
tablespoonfuls of butter, one cup of su- 
gar, one-third of a pound of- almonds 
pounded tn a paste, and the yolks of five 
eg-gs well-beaten. 
Butter a mould, 


spreading the butter quite thickly on it. 
Cut some-blanched almonds In strips 
and line the mould. When the rice has 
cooled put it carefully in the mould, set 
in a pan of cold water and bake slowly 
for an hour. Then invert on to a plotter 
and pour around a rich fruit sauce and 
serve at once. 


BUTTERMILK BREAD. 


Heat one quart of buttermilk. Pour 


Jnto it a tablespoonful of sugar. Sift 
into this slowly a quart of flour, stirring 
very thoroughly. Cover it up and let 
stand over night in a warm room. In 
the morning early dissolve a' teaspoon- 
ful of soda in.a;little v,ater and add to 
the batter, with'two teaspoonfuls of salt 
and Chree tablespoon*i,,ls of melted but- 
ter. Beat this well, add gradually one 
and a half quarts of fiour,put into a well- 
floured bread pan and knead for twenty 
minutes. Divide into three loaves. Place 
in pans well greased and_ bake for one 
hour. 


CORN TTMBALES. 


Grate corn until a pint is grated; beat 


five eggs very Mght, and Pdd half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, a little tepper, four 
tablespoonfuls of cracker crumibs; but- 
ter small moulds, set in a pan of water 
and bake for twenty minutes. "While "oak- 
ing put two tablespoonsful of tutter into 
a sauce pan. add a chopped onion, and 
fry -until nicely browned; add three or 
four tomatoes, skinned and sliced; let 
cook a few minutes, season to taste, and 
when the timbales are done invert on a 
hot platter and pour the tomato around 
them. 


D4TE PIE. 


Line the plate with the crust, then put 


in a layer of stoned dates, then a layer 
of apples; pour over this a syrup made 
of a cupful of sugar, a tablespoonful of 
dry flour stirred into the sugar and 
enough boiling water to make a syrup; 
add a teaspoonful of vanilla; bake with 
a top crust. 


DATE WHIP. 


Beat the whites of five eggs very stiff. 


Cook half a cupful of dates in a little 
water until tender, cut in two and mix 
thoroughly with a half a cupful of su- 
gar into which has been sifted a quanter 
of a teaspoonful of cream of tartar. Stir 
tne whites of the eggs into this a little 
at a time until all is « ell beaten in; pour 
into a buttered pudding dish and bake 
for fifteen minutes. Serve either hot or 
cold, with whipped cream. 


SALMON CROQUETTES. 


Drain one can of salmon, mash it fine, 


add two eggs well beaten, four table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter, one and a 
third cupfuls of powdered cracker, and 
fry a delicate brown in deep fat. Serve 
with the following sauce. 


SAUCE FOR CROQUETTES. 


Put the yolks of two eggs in a deep 


plate and gradually add salad oil drop 
by drop, beating all the time until like 
cream; add a few drops of lemon juice, 
add more oil until thick again, beating 
constantly. When enough has beer, 
made set in a cool place. When needed 
carefully thin with lemon juice unti' 
like thick cream, salt to taste, add a. 
tablespoonful or more of finely chopped 
cucumber pickle. Serve in a small but- 
ter plate beside'each plate. 


UTILITY JUDDING. 


Soak one pint of stale bread, any pieces 


of cake, doughnuts or cookies, in enough 
warm milk to cover; add one beaten ess 
to every pint, also one-half cup sugar, 
a teaspoonful of butter, one-half tea- 
spoonful or vanilla; beat all in fine 
crumbs; butter a pudding dish well, add 
two teaspoonfuls of cocoa, turn into the 
dish and bake until set. Serve with 
chocolate sauce. 


CHOCOLATE SAUCE. 


Stir into a half cup of sugar one table- 


spoonful of chocolate, one tablespoon- 
ful of corn starch, mix thoroughly, add 
one cup of boiling water, one faspoonful 
of vanilla, one large spoonful of butter. 
Put on the stove and cook until creamy. 
Serve hot. 
CHEESE CREAM TOAST. 


Toast ten slices of baker's bread, cover 


them lightly with grated cheese, lay on 
a hot platter; heat a pint of milk, stir 
two tablespoonfuls of flour in a litlle 
cold milk, stir free from lumps; add to 
the hot milk; add one tablespoonful of 
butter; when thickened pour over the 
toast and serve hot. 


WHEAT WITH DATES. 


A few minutes before the cereal is to be 


served stir in half a cupful of stoned 
dates. Serve with croam and sugar.

Remove all strings and fibre from one- 


half of a pound of beef suet and chop it 
very fine, sprinkling over it a teaspoon- 
ful or so of flour to prevent it sticking to 
the knife. Into a mixing bowl put ona 
quart of sifted flour and one-half of r 
t'easponnful cf salt, add the chopped, suet 
and mix it with the dry flour; then add, 
a. little at a time, sufficient ice water to 
mix a stiff paste, liauSUus it as little as 
possible. Turn it out on a.floured board 
and roll it out one-half of an Inch in 
thickness. Fit it into a deep earthen 
bowl without stretching the paste, an-1 
trim off around the edges. 
Cut ona 


pound and a half of round or f.wnk steak 
into inch pieces and season them well 
wath pepper and salt; add'to them one 
Onion chopped fine, and such other sea- 
sonings as are desired. Fill the dish 
with the prepared meat and pour over 
it one cupful of stock; cover with a sheet 
of the paste and press the two crusts 
together. 
Cover over with a cloth, 


dipped in boiling witer and tie down: 
set the bowl in boiling water to within, 
three inches of the top of the bowl, cover 
closely and boil steadily fcr iX^ee hours, 
replenishing the supply of water as it 
may be necessary. When dona, lift from, 
the kettle, remove the cloth and let the 
pudding stand for five minutft before 
turning it out, in order to lessen the 
danger of its breaking. Lay a garnish, 
of white potato croquettes around it. 


TURKEY SCALLOP. 


Pick the meat from the bones of cold 


turkey and chop it fin-e. Put a layer of 
bread crumbs in the bottom of a. buttered 
baking dish, moisten them with a little 
milk, then put in a layer of turkey with 
a little of the filling, anfl cut &'7?aH pieces 
of butter over the top, spri^le T^itti salt 
and popper, then another iayerwl bread 
crumbs, and so on until the dish is near- 
ly full; add a little hot water to the 
gravy left from the turkey and pour 
over it. Then take two eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls of milk, one of melted butter, 
a little salt, and cracker crumbs to make 
it thick enough to ipread on with a 
knife; put bits of gutter over it and cover 
vith a plate. Bake forty-five- iminutes. 
About- ten minutes before serving re- 
move the plate and let it brown. 


VEGETABLE RAGOUT. 


Clean and scrape enough new carrots 


to fill a pint measure; take the same 
quantity of potatoes and young white 
turnips, cutting them into pieces the size 
of the carrots; one-half of leeks cut fine. 
Cook the carrots in boiling salted water 
for half an hour, the turnips, potatoes 
and leeks for ten minutes. 
Drain all 


and in a frying pan p"ut two talblespoon- 
fus of butter and two of flour. Mix over 
the fire, add one pint of beef stock or 
water and stir until it thickens. Adid one 
level tablespoonful of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful salt and one-quarter of a^tea- 
spoonful of white pepper. Add the ve-g^- 
etables, cover and simmer for thirty 
minutes. Add one te-aspoonful chopped 
parsley and serve.

CROUTONS. 


Cut slices of bread about half an inch 


thick and remove the crusts; cut into 
any shape desired, round, oval or square, 
and try in hot fat until a delicate brown. 


KOAST BEEF PIE WITH POTATO 


CRUST. 


Cut up as much of the outside of the 


roast as will half-fill a baking diah the 
size you want. Put this into a stewpan 
with some of the gravy, a lump of but- 
ter, a little sliced onion, season with 
salt and pepper, and enough water to 
make it plenty moist to cook without 
burning. Let it stew gently, then thick- 
en with a little flour. In the meantime 
boil some potatoes, enough to fill the 
baking dish; mash the potatoes smooth 
with m.ilk, butter and salt. Place the 
meat in the dish, spread the potato 
over it, brush over the top with beaten, 
egg, bake until a delicate brown. Serve 
with catsup, or chilli sauce. 


TOMATO JELLY SALAD. 


In a sauce pan put one-half of a can of 


tomatoes, one small bay leaf, four 
cloves, one blade of mace, one-half of a 
teaspoonful of salt, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful paprika, and ten drops of 
onion juice. Simmer fifteen minutes. 
Add one-third of a box of gelatine which 
has boon soaked in one-third of a cupful 
of cold water. Stir until dissolved, ancJ 
prrss through a fine sieve. Add two 
tablespoonfuls of tarragon vinegar and 
pour into melted moulds, and when 
turned out the center is filled With a 
chicken meat or oelvry salad. 


BAKED INDIAN MEAL PUDDING, 


Boil one pint of milk. Stir in four 


tablespoonfuls of meal, and cook ten 
minutes. Cool it and add a pint of cold 
milk, half a'cup of molasses, half a tea- 
spoonful each of salt and cinnamon, and 
two eggs .wetl beaten with half a cup 
of sugar. Bake in a hot oven two hours; 
when it has baked half an hour add one 
cup of cold milk. Serve with cream or 
butter.

Poli- 
tical leaders are asking1 for a mam Rep- 
resentatives Brown and Harvie will be 
candidates for renomination by their 
parties, but two more men are needed 
to fill the complement. 
A name has 


been whispered here and there, but not 
a name has been mentioned which the 
people seem j to take the least interest 
in, 


Last year, at this time, the city was 


sizzling with politics, and for a num- 
ber of years past *~h& condition, was 
similar. The city campaign has, for a 
year or two, been fought in a prelimi- 
nary way at the September caucuses 
and at the state elections. Alliances 
were made at these with the city elec- 
tion in view and with the result that 
the representative, county and other re- 
sults were colored by city influences 
and the city elections colored in turn by 
the election results which' preceded. 


It is refreshing now to note the al- 


most complete absence of political bar- 
ter for the purpose of gaining advan- 
tage in the municipal election. The fsw 
men named as mayoralty possibilities 
up to this time are making no attempt 
to influence the near-at-hand caucuses 
and election in their own interests. 
Some of them are taking quite an ac- 
tive part in the present political mat- 
ters, but it ig not possible to trace the 
furtherance of their city ambitions to 
their present a«tivitiy. "What they are 
doing now might be done by them if 
they had no ambitions concerning city 
office.

THE 
DHKVFC1S VERDICT 


The verdict of guilty by the Dreyfus 


court martial is nothing but the ex- 
pwtrd. Now, in the light of the ver- 
dict much more than, heretofore the at- 
titude of Colonel .Touaust, president of 
the court, appears to have been wholly 
incompatible with justice. There is no 
question that the trial can be reopened 
if the court of cassation screws itself 
up to the performance of its duty. It 
1s not at all likely that the defense will 
meekly submit under the finding of the 
Rennea court, for that court's proced- 
ure has bepn notoriously partial. Tes- 
timony upon testimony, clearly to the 
advantage of the prisoner has been 
most arbitrarily excluded by the Ren- 
Ties trlbuna.1 and, so far aa can be de- 
termined from the view of the case | 
•iven to the people of the United 
States, the French government and 
(French army are In no stronger or saf. 


l 
er position than they were before Drey- 


<r{lUf wa» returned from Devil's Island. 


On the contrary, their position In im- 
measurably inferior to what it wa» 
then. The weakness of the case against 
Dreyfus, which was then little more 
than a matter of rumor, is now a re- 
corded fact No new evidence has been 
presented by the government, and the 
evidence on which the prisoner was 
first condemned has been known to be 
a bundle of forgeries and insinuations, 
wholly devoid of an incriminating fact. 
Dreyfus now stands condemiied with 
infinitely less reason that when first 
found guilty of treason. And, above 
all, the matter is in the hands of the 
people as 't never was before. It is not 
any longer a question of an accused 
person and the ability of his defense; 
it is a question dividing 
a nation. 


In view of this, it is entirely unreason- 
able to expect that the verdict of to- 
day closes the affair. 


The court of cassation, which ordered 


the retrial of Dreyfus and defined the 
charge, has the pov,<-r to proceed on 
behalf of justice. It can pass upon ex- 
ceptions ta!:en to the Rennes court 
martial and say whether the interests 
of the- iniboner wore safeguarded by 
the court. Everyone knows they were 
not, 
and the court of cassation would, 


if appealed to be under tremendous 
pressure to close the ca,«e in the inter- 
ests of the government and army or 
proceed that justice might lie done. 
There is hardly any reason to believe 
that the Dreyfus: defense will not ap- 
peal again to the court of cassation, 
and there is little likelihood that there 
will be peace in France until that is 
done and until Dreyfus is condemned 
on evidence acceptable to the people or 
set free. 


The sentence is ten years imprison- 


ment. If it is possible to make some- 
thing of a compromise whereby this 
sentence will be materially ligr-' 
the country may accept the compro- 
mise. 
The court found "extenuating 


circumstances." These "extenuating cir- 
cumstances" may play the prominent 
part in the future. It is evident that 
the government and army and the court 
also recognize the need of at least re- 
laxing the severity maintained up to 
the present time. 


But the main question, after all is, 


whether absolute justice will be in- 
sisted upon. To answer this; we should 
need to know how deeply rooted the 
matter is in the minds of the French 
people and how tenaciously the French 
people will hold to their convictions in 
the case. The vital point is here. 


Of course the North Adams Herald 


feels called upon to look after the in- 
terests of Mr. Guild because the 
Transcript is for Bates. "Who expected 
anything else.—Pittsfield Eagle.

Most of us—even philosophers like 


myself—try to cling to the fine theory 
that the legislators of the country rep- 
resent the best morals and brains of 
the community, and that the men 
elected to public office in the councils 
of the land have been put forward as 
being peculiarly fitted to interpret and 
provide for our needs, by force of 
their predominant individual virtues 
and abilities. Most of us appreciate in 
our secret souls that this theory is not 
lived up to, and is available only for 
Fourth of July or other rhetorical pur- 
poses. Yet we dislike to dismiss the 
ideal as unattainable, even though we 
know that actual practice is remote 
from it; and patriots still, we go on 
asserting that this is our method of 
choice, vaguely hoping, like the well- 
intentioned but careless voter, that 
some day we shall get a decent gov- 
ernment, municipal, state, national— 
that is, decent from the standpoint of 
our democratic ideal. And there is 
another theory, part and parcel of the 
other, which we try to cling to at the 
same time, that our public representa- 
tives, though the obviously ornamen- 
tal and fine specimens of their several 
constituencies, are after all only every- 
day Americans with whom a host of 
citizens could change places without 
disparagement to 
either. 
In 
other 


words, our theory of government is 
government by the average, and that the 
average is remarkably high. This com- 
fortable view induces many like your- 
self to wrap themselves round the 
American flag and smile at destiny, 
sure that everything will result well 
with us sooner or later, and impatient 
of criticism or doubts. As a people we 
delight in patting ourselves on the 
back and dismissing our worries as 
mere flea-bites. The hard cider of our 
patriotism gets readily into the brain 
and causes us to deny fiercely or 
serenely, according to our dispositions, 
that anything serious is the matter.—

The child is taught that 
if he walks into mischief and is caught 
at it, the excuse that he was unduly 
persuaded into evil-doing will not save 
him from the retributive slipper. The 
school and college boy and girl pay 
the piper personally for all unlawful 
dancing. The man behind the plough, 
the man behind the counter, and' the 
man. behind the gun know that results 
depend upon himself. It has often 
been told that in Turkish wars the 
faithful turn their faces toward Mecca 
and die of slight wounds. The Ameri- 
can soldier has no Mecca but the pres- 
idential chair, and to win ..hat he must 
live. There is nothing he believes in 
quite so much as himself. 


The young American is not lacking 


in respect to those above him in sta- 
tion, but usually there lives, down deep 
in his inner consciousness, the feeling 
that if he should leave the shop where 
he works, the bank where he counts, 
the store where he measures tape, or 
the army or navy,—wherever he is,— 
the whole business would go to the 
bow-wows. He doesn't say this, pos- 
sibly he doesn't know that he thinks 
it; but nevertheless the feeling is there 
that it was a good thing for his em- 
ployer or country when he elected 
to do what he is doing. It is this 
trait of individualism, this idea of per- 
sonal responsibilty, that is the spinal 
column of the real American.—From 
Self Cul.ure for September. 


The Great Yacht Race 


The schooner yacht America, that 


raptured the rup which British sub- 
jprts have since tried vainly to re- 
c-over, crossed the Atlantic under her 
own sails. It appears that Shamrock 
was towed by the steam yacht Erin 
for some two or three thousand miles 
in the course of her voyage to this 
country. The New York Yacht club, 
however, had authorized a recourse to 
towing when calms and very light 
winds should be encountered and we 
only mention the incident because, in 
view of it, should we lose the cup, the 
American yachts that endeavor to re- 
gain it will be, of course, permitted 
to profit by similar assistance. How 
a, yacht could be strained by being 
towed in a calm it is difficult to see. 
That she might be strained by being 
towed in rough weather is obvious 
enough, but 
we are 
assured 
that 


Shamrock was never towed under such 
circumstances. The main "thing, of 
course, is to facilitate the arlval of a 
competitor, and we have no doubt that 
the Englishmen will be equally ready 
to take measures to that end, should 
Sir Thomas Llpton be fortunate enough 


to takft back the cup this year. Itseems 
to be generally, acknowledged that 
Shamrock it the best yacht ever pro- 
duced in England. She has beaten 
Brlttania by-a much larger margin than 
that by which Meteor b?2.t the !s»ter 
and the two jachts last named are 
both deemed sueprior to 
Valkyrie, 


which was beaten by Defender. In the 
trials that have taken place up to the 
hour when we write, Columbia has 
shown herself much superior to Defen- 
der. Those Americans that Judge by 
public form are inclined to think that 
Olumbia will beat Shamrock without 
difficulty, and it is reported that odds 
of 3 to 1 have been offered on the 
former. A calculation based on records, 
however, is a nice one. involving, as 
it does, many circumstances hard to 
value, and it may be that Shamrock 
will give Columbia a much closer race 
than is expected. That is a result to be 
hoped for, if the interesting interna- 
tional racing is to be kept alive. If, 
however, the fundamental object of in- 
ternational racing is so to improve 
nautical architecture as to benefit the 
war and merchant navies of the com- 
peting countries, it would seem that a 
race between steam yachts would be mo-e 
profitable than one between sloops un- 
der sail. Were a cup offered for the 
greatest speed attainable by steam 
yachts, \ve venture 
to predict that 


American 
Invetors 
and machinists 


would keep the trophy in this country. 
After all, sailing yachts are luxuries, 
and the best of them can be distanced 
easily by steamships. Our belief is 
that, if Shamrock is beaten, some years 
will elapse before another 
attempt 


is made to prove that Englishmen can 
vie with us as regards the speed of 
sailing vessels.—Collier's Weekly.

time in their lives. 


The commotion lasted but one in- 


stant. The captain of gendarmes, who 
sits behind him all the time, immedi- 
ately compelled Dreyfus to draw back; 
and Mercier, a litle paler, his- face 
made by emotion a little meaner than 
usual, 
was already 
continuing his 


speech to the judges. But the officers 
of the ciourt martial had been lifted 
from their seats, Mercier had felt this 
sweat of death ooze on his brow, the 
audience had heard in the air the flap- 
ping wings of the stern things that 
are coming. 


For Mercier is not the only rogue 


in high position whom, the Dreyfus trial 
has served to expose. The resulting 
retributions are now inevitable and will 
be the salvation of France. 


When the court adjourned the gener- 


al who had testified, livid, with the au- 
tomatic step of a man whose brain is 
dazed, was going out, when once more 
the audience could wot be restrained.

FIRST WHITE 'HOUSE BATH. 


Van Bttren Was Criticised For Introduc- 


ing tbe Tub Into tbe Mansion. 


In an article on "The Domestic Side 


of the White House," in The Ladie?' 
Home Journal, ex-President Harrisou 
gives this interesting view of the home 
portion of the executive mansion: "Prop 
erly speaking," he says, "there are 
five bedrooms in the executive mansion, 
though by the use of two dressing rooms 
and of the end of a short hall that for- 
merly opened to a large north window, 
but has now been closed up to make a 
small bedroom, the number may be in- 
creased to eight. There are no suitable 
servants' quarters. Those provided are 
in the basement, and only those open- 
ing to the south are habitable. The 
north rooms open upon a damp brick 
arena and are unhealthy. One of the 
basement rooms, having a southern ex- 
posure, is fitted up as a billiard room, 
but very plainly. 


"It is said that provision for a library 


for the White House was first made dur- 
ing Mr. Fillmore's term. Neat cases are 
arranged about the room, and most of 
them are filled with books—old editions 
of historical and classical works. There 
is no catalogue, and the library has not 
been kept up. 


'^President Adams introduced bill- 


iards into the White House, purchasing 
the first table, balls and cues at a cost 
of $61, paying for them out of his own 
pocket. 
President 
Vau Buren was 


charged by a political .adversary and 
scathing critic as being the first of our 
presidents to discover tbat tho pleasures 
of the warm or tepid bath are the proper 
accompaniments of a palace life. For it 
appears .that our former presidents were 
content with the application, when nec- 
essary, of the simple shower bath. Mr. 
VanBuren's critic then refers with high 
approval to the salutary side of Mr. 
Adams' heroic habit of bathing in tho 
Potomac 'between daybreak and sun- 
rise.'"

To make one of these implements of 


war -requires not only great skill, but 
the uee of 'very costly machinery. Hot 
only must'the 'steel be cooked in enor- 
mous furnaces, but it must be seasoned 
as deHcately>as-the most expensive dish 
for a-banqoefc. Chemistry is oafled upon 
'to say just when the metal of which 
the gun is made -is of the proper degree 
of purity.

When it is cooled, it is forged ox 


elongated under pressure while hot 
Then it is turned outside and inside on 
enormous lathes. Then it-is tempered, 
so as to harden the metal and to distrib- 
ute the molecules evenly through the 
mass to prevent dangerous strains and 
bursting when the gun is fired. Then it 
is turned again outside and inside with 
absolute accuracy as to size. Then the 
powder chamber is finished, and the 
mechanism for the fastening of the 
breech block is made.

PLACE DE LA CONCORDE. 


The Most Famous and Beautiful Square In 


Gay and Vivacious Paris. 


The most important public square in 


Paris and one of the handsomest in the 
whole world is the Place de la Concorde. 
In the center rises the obelisk of Luxor, 
presented by the pasha of Egypt to Louis 
Philippe. It is flanked on either ficia by 
a large fountain. The Place de la C'ca- 
corde seems somcv:hat -wrongly called, 
in view of "the history of the spot. One 
hundred and fifty years ago it was an 
open field, but in 1748 the city accepted 
the gracious permission of Lor. is XV to 
erect a statue to him here. The place 
then took his name and retained it till 
the new regime, in 1789, melted do\vn 
the statue and converted it into 2 cent 
pieces. 


On the 30th of May, 1770, during an 


exhibition of fireworks here, a panic 
took place and 1,200 people were tram- 
pled to death and 2,000 more were se- 
verely injured. 
The occasion was the 


attempt of the people to express by a 
grand celebration their uubounded joy 
at the recent marriage of the young 
'dauphin with the Austrian 
princess 


Marie Antoinette. On the 21st of Jan- 
uary, 1793, they gathered here again in 
immense numbers to see the head of the 
same dauphin, then Louis XVI, chopped 
off by the sharp guillotine. During the 
'next two years the spot well earned its 
title "Place of the Revolution," for the 
guillotine had not ceased its work until 
Marie Antoinette, Charlotte Corday, 
Mme. Elizabeth (the king's sister), 
Robespierre and more than 2,800 per- 
sons had here perished by its deadly 
firnka. —Chantauauan.

T'THE CATBIRD'S PLIGHT. 


Forty Birds to tho Rc-scuo—ilow It W*8 


lilnally Set 1'ree. 


, "Going through the woods one day," 
said a lover of birds, "I saw u catbird 
with ono of its wiugs caught ou a brier 
biihli. There was u clump of briers 
here, with a iiurrow opening at onu 
place between ttvo of the Lushes. ThG 
catbird hud tried to fly through that 
opening and had made u miscalculation, 
'and got one of its wings iiupaled on a 
|thorn. Tlio other wing was free, and 
it was flapping thut and trying to got 
'clear of the Ifa^h. 


"Around this bush there must hava 


been lit least 40 other birds, of one kind 
or another, catbirdi. and brown thrash- 
'era arid wrens and grass chippies, aud 
'BO on, that had been attracted by the 
unfortunate catbird's cries and its ef- 
forts to escape, and that appeared to 
have gathered there to help it. They 
iflutterecl about close to the bush, flying 
|around at a great rate and making a lot 
of noise, but not really doing anything. 
Some of the smaller birds would fly 
ground very clrjse to the bush or even 
|fly under it, aud I imagine nome of tho 
bigger birds saying tb some of these 
iTentnresomo little fellows, 'Here, you 
jbrown thrasher, you, why dcu't yon get 
[under -hiaf there and push on his wing?' 
IBut the browu thrasher would only go 
about so close. He wasn't going to get 
'caught. What tho birds would have 
'done finally I don't know. I think they 
| would have helped tho catbird in somo 
•way, but I undertook to help it myself. 


"Of course I couldn't go right up to 


it, for that would have frightened it, 
[and may be made it hurt itself even 
.worse. I had with me a tawed off broom 
!stick that I carried for a walking stick, 
and I undertook to free the catbird 
with that. I thrust the stick through tho 


i brier bush, all the other 40 birds look- 
ling on, and brought the end of it gen- 
tly against the catbird's wing and push- 
ed the wiug off the thorn. But in start- 
ing away the catbird got the wing 
caught again on another thorn. That 


I was bad, and I stood off a ini-nute de- 
liberating about what to do next, the 


i whole flock of birds still 
fluttering 


iround and the imprisoned catbird now 
pretty nearly exhausted. It was a time 
to drop all ceremony, and I simply 
walked up to tho bush and tcck the cat- 
bird off tho thorn with my hands. 
, "Just beyond the brier bushes thero 
Was a smooth grassy spot in the woods 
and I laid the catbird down there, the 
whole lot of birds that had been hover- 
ling about the brier bu.«h 
following 


' along, more or less near, and hanging 
| around there. Pretty sooh tho catbird 


I got up and flew to a little tree nearby. 
It wasn't strong, but it could fly aud its 
wings were all right. When it flow up 
(into the tree, all the other birds flew 
]away. From the tree the catbird sang 
'its thanks tome, aud there I left it. "—

MUCH FOR HIM. 


A Swiuimiug Contest Iu Which tho Mail 


i Surpassed the FigU—A Thrilling Scene, 


Upou \Vhic!i an Immense Throng of 


i 1'eople Looked With Varying Emotions. 
| "Talk about your shark hunters in 
•the south Pacific islands," remarked 
thu old traveler, "but I remember see- 
ing an encounter with one of those long 
toothed gentry that for cool nerve beat 
anything I ever read about. 


"I was loafing around Calcutta ono 


day, late in the autv.mn, waiting tor tho 
evening train up to the city of Hugli, 
when I heard a tremendous shouting 
coming 1'rom the direction of tfco river 
JHugli, which is practically one of the 
mouths of tho Ganges.

General Horace Porter in "Oampaigu, 


ing With Grant" in The Century ex- 
presses the followiug "opinion of Grant 
as a writer: His powers of concentra- 
tion of thought were often shown by 
the 
circumstances under 
which he 


wrote. Nothing that went on around 
him, upon the fielil or in his quarter?, 
could district his attention or interrupt 
him. 
Sometimes, when, his tent was 


filled with officers talking and laughing 
at the top of their voices, he would 
turn to his table and write the most 
important 
communications. 
There 


would then he an immediate "Hush!" 
and abundant excuses offered by the 
company, but he always insisted upon 
the conversation going OE, and after 
awhile his officers came to understand 
his wishes in this respect, to learn that 
noise was apparently a stimulus rather 
than a check to his flow of ideas, anil 
to realize that nothing short of a gen- 
eral attack along the whole line could 
divert his thoughts from the subject 
upon which his mind was concentrated. 


In writing his style was vigorous ami 


terse, with little of ornament. Its most 
conspicuous characteristic was perspi 
cuity. General Meade's chief of 'etui, 
onuesaid, "There is one striking feature 
about Grant's orders—no matter hov 
hurriedly he may write them on ti. 
field, no one ever has the slighti^ 
doubt as to their meaning or ever has 
to read them over a second time to un- 
derstand them." The general used An- 
glo-Saxon words much more frequently 
than those derived from the Greek and 
Latin tongues. He had studied French 
at West Point and picked tip some 
knowledge of Spanish during the Mexi- 
can war, but he could not hold a con- 
versation in either language, and rarely 
employed a foreign word in any of bis 
writings. His adjectives were few and 
well chosen. No document which ever 
came from his hands was in the least 
degree pretentious. He never laid claim 
to any knowledge he did not possess and 
seemed to feel, with Addison, that "ped- 
antry in learning is like hypocrisy in 
religion—a form of knowledge without 
the power of it.'' 


He rarely indulged in metaphor, but 


when he did employ a figure of speech 
it was always expressive and graphic, 
as when he spoke of the commander at 
Bermuda Hundred being "in a bottle 
strongly corked" or referred to our ar- 
mies at one time as moving "like horses 
in a balky team, no two ever pulling 
together." His style inclined to the epi- 
grammatic without his being aware of 
it. There was scarcely a document writ- 
ten by him from which brief sentences 
could not be selected fit to be set in 
mottos or placed upon transparencies. 
As examples may be mentioned: 
"I 


propose to move immediately upon your 
works," "I shall take no backward 
steps," the famous "I propose to fight 
it out on this line if it takes all sum- 
mer," and, later in his career, "Let us 
have peace," "The best means of secur- 
ing the repeal of an obnoxious law is its 
vigorous enforcement,'' "I shall have 
no policy to enforce against the will of 
the people" an<? "i*/"- no guilty man 
escape."
